REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1 -1 6 
are allowed over the prior art of record. Reasons for allowance can be found in 
Applicant response of 7/15/04. In claims 1 and 1 1 , the term three dimensional 
structures have been interpreted as equivalent to "membrane", as defined in the 
specification. The membrane "self-retaining" (within said housing) property is 
considered to be inherent of the in situ membrane formation by phase inversion, which 
includes the precipitation step, since the membranes formed separately, and installed 
within the housing require additional support (as disclosed in the specification page 10). 
Considering all these limitations as whole, the invention of claims 1-16 are not disclosed 
or suggested in the prior art of record.
